A couple of y ears ago my husban d 
an d 1 chan ced to be spen d in g a win ter 
in Vicksburg. 
The house we ren ted 
was rn 'ar a n ice old fashion ed market, 
where J wen t as mn ch for an occasion al 
chat with the proprietor as for the very 
good tilin gs she sold me. 
She was a 
stout, bri^k old Fren ch woman , a wid ­ 
ow. Mme. AugusteDien lon ard by n ame, 
rather (*<Tin an in appearan ce, but very 
Fren ch in her man n ers as she talked 
from behin d her bars or bast led about 
her shop, d irectin g an d sometimes scold ­ 
in g her un d erlin gs. She was d elighted , 
rho first d ay I wen t to market, to have 
me speak Fren ch to her, an d soon wo 
were quite in tim ate. 
Before the win ­ 
ter was over an d I had return ed to New 
York she had told me, bit by bit, a 
great d eal of the story of her life. 
Tran slated from her queer half German 
patois an d pieced together, it ran some­ 
what as follows; 
“ I was born in 1830, in Lure, n ear 
Alsace, in the old Fran che Comte. A ft­ 
er my mother d ied I lived with my 
gran d mother. 
When my gran d mother 
d ied , 1 could n ot go back to my father, 
for bo had m arried again , had a large 
family an d was very poor.

A couple of years ago my husband 
and I chanced to be spending a winter 
in Vicksburg. 
The house we rented 
was near a nice old fashioned market, 
where I went as much for an occasional 
chat wfth the proprietor as for the very 
Bood tilings she sold me. 
She was a 
stout, brisk old French woman, a wid­ 
ow, Alme. Auguste Dieulouard by name, 
rather German in appearance, but very 
French in her manners aa she talked 
from behind her bars or bustled about 
her shop, directing and sometimes scold­ 
ing her underlings. She was delighted, 
Die first day I went to market, to have 
me speak French to her, and soon we 
were quite intimate. 
Before the win­ 
ter was over and I had returned to New 
York she had told me, bit by bit, a 
great deal of the story of her life. 
Translated from her queer half German 
patois and pieced together, it ran some­ 
what as follows: 
•I was born in 1830, in Lure, near 
Alsace, in the old Franche Comte. Aft­ 
er my mother died I lived with my 
grandmother. 
When my grandmother 
died, I could not go back to my father, 
for be had married again, had a large 
family and was very poor. 
Some of 
our neighbors were coming to America, 
and I came with them. We took a sail­ 
ing vessel to New Orleans, and the voy­ 
age lasted 44 days. 
Two years after 
reaching New Orleans I married a 
young Frenchman who had a nice little 
sum of money. 
Then my troubles be­ 
gan, for he would not have a settled 
home, as I wished, but wanted to trav­ 
el all the time. 
I kept him in New 
Orleans most of the time for two years, 
but then he got too restless, and wo Be­ 
gan to gad about t h e c o u n tr y . We went 
up the river to Memphis and St. Louis, 
then we traveled through Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 
Later we went to Califor­ 
nia. 
When the war broke out, we were 
back in Kentucky. 
My husband en­ 
listed in the southern army, leaving me 
in Columbus with very little money. 
I lived there until my money was near­ 
ly gone and then took a boat to \ icks- 
burg. I reached Vicksburg Just before 
travel was stopped. The siege lasted 48 
days. 
I helped nurse in the hospitals, 
and one day, when I was sent out for 
drugs, was struck by a Yankee shell , 
and wounded in the forehead. 
At the 
end of the siege Yankee doctors and 
marses took charge of the hospitals, and 
I bad no work and no money. Some of 
my neighbors were without money and 
food and came in to eee me and said 
•Madame, what shall we do? We are 
starving.' I said, ‘Go home and I will 
think what to do.’ 
Then I was offered 
rations. 
‘Rations for what?’ I asked 
•I am no Yankee soldier. 
Why should 
I take rations of yon ?’ 
Then I said to 
the neighbors: ‘We will make beer. 
Get me two barrels of water, some 
yeast, hops, molasses and corn. 
When 
the Yankee’s whisky is gone, he will be 
glad to drink my beer and will have to 
pay for it. ’ Sometimes he did not pay, 
but mostly he did, and we lived a year 
by making beer. 
“ There was military law in Vicks­ 
burg. General D. was in command for 
a long time. 
There was a very strong 
feeling against him. 
I think he was 
the meanest man that ever lived, 
knew everybody hated him. One day I 
said, *1 nm going to General D. to get a 
permit to open a store. * Every one said, 
‘He is too mean to give you one.' 
said, ‘I will try.' 
I went to him and 
■aid very politely, 'General D., I want 
a permit to open a store. ’ 
He asked 
me, ‘Why should I give you a permit?’ 
I said, ‘Because I must make some mon­ 
ey to live.' He said, ‘Are yon Irish?’ 
•No.' ‘Are you Dutch?’ 
‘No.’ 
‘Are 
you German?' ‘No.’ ‘Are you French?’ 
‘Yes.’ ‘Then go to Napoleon fora per­ 
mit.' 
“ After awhile General D. left Vicks­ 
burg, and General S. was in command. 
One morning I went to seo him. 
He 
was lying on a conch. I asked bim for 
a permit. 
He said:‘My good woman, 
you shall have one if you will get me 
pen and paper from the next room. 
I 
have been at a ball all night and could 
not get up for the president. ’ General 
8. was not so bad for a Yankee. 
But 
General Grant was the nicest Y ankee I 
ever saw. 
His headquarters were on 
the river, but we often saw him in 
Vicksburg, and he used to walk about 
and talk to the people. 
He was very 
kind, and every one liked him. 
One 
day he came into my store with a 
friend. 
He said:‘What kind of stuff 
is that in your window? I am hungry, 
audit looks very good.’ 
‘Washington 
pie,’ I answered. 
‘Why do you call it 
that?’ said ho. - That pie is named aft­ 
er the great Washington whoso memory 
all good Americans adore,' I replied. 
‘That is good,’ said he; ‘how much is 
a slice of Washington pie?’ 
I said, 
’Some slices are IO cents, but some I 
cut are *1 cents.’ He said to the officer: 
‘I am so hungry I believe I could eat a 
IO cent slice, could not you? 
Ma­ 
dame, please cut me two IO cent slices, 
and I will trouble you to wrap them 
qp for me.’ 
So I did, and he would 
not let the dandy young officer carry 
my Washington pie, but when be had 
paid me took the bundle himself out in- 


weii h: i£io 
ne tofu me 
to eo^back to my store and said very 
severely to the niggers ‘Is this the use 
you make of your liberty? Go home 
and behave like a white man if you can. 
“ Four years more went by, and I wa? 
sure my husband was dead. I was well 
off, had a largo market where I em­ 
ployed six men and was fast growing 
rich. 
I had many offers to change my 
name, but I always gave the same an­ 
swer to all, ‘Thank you, sir, for the 
compliment, but I prefer to support 
only myself and do not care for the lux­ 
ury of a husband.’ 
“ One day a Mr. Paxton, whose wife 
I knew, came in and said, 'Come up to 
our house.’ 
‘I have no time, I said. 
•What is the matter? 
Is your wife 
sick?’ 
He said, ‘No, she is not sick, 
but there is a man there who wants to 
see you.’ 
I said, ‘Well, then, let him 
come and see me. ’

bo hard and I got so curious that.I put 
on my bonnet—my old bonnet, for I 
would not dress up for any man who 
would not take the trouble to come and 
see me—and went home with him to 
his house.

Williams, cheese inspector, and the chem­ 
ists of the department. 
I he report is 
couplet* in all the departments, aud con­ 
tains much useful information of general 
interest to the people xvho purchase and 
use the goods uuder tbe inspection of tho 
department. 
It is a complete rsviexv of 
the work for the past year, aud makes a 
nun.ber 
of 
recommendations 
for tho 
future. 
Among other things the commis­ 
sioner says that the laxvs of Minnesota 
regulating the sale of milk are very 
good as far as they go. but they do not 
go far enough. 
They are enacted more 
for establishing a standard of richness 
than anything els**. He recommends, noxv 
that this has been accomplished, that tho 
laxvs be so amended a s to {irovide for tbe 
Pasteurization of 
all milk offered for 
sale in order that all bacteria or disease 
germs may be destroyed. 
The term 
Pasteurization comes from Dr. Pasteur, 
the French scientist. 
It consists of heat­ 
ing milk to a temperature of 70 or SO 
degree- centigrade (15,8 to J TG degrees 
Fahrenheit) and then rapidly cooling. 
It 
is claimed that typhoid germ* are de­ 
stroyed at 58 to 59 degrees, vaccine at 
OO, pneumonia at 55 to GO aud tuber­ 
culosis af CO. but to destroy tbe latter 
the heat must be kept up for half an 
hour or longer, xvhile for the others a 
very short time is necessary. 
In Sweden 
and Denmark they have big stations for 
Pasteurizing milk, and all milk sold must 
go through this process. 
Commissioner 
A nderun says that the time is coming 
xx-hen either this process or sterilization 
must be adopted in this country. 
The report shows the number of sam­ 
ple* of milk inspected between Aug. I, 
1892, and Dee. I, 1893, was 2.G44. 
Tins 
includes milk sent in on trains to the 
cities, but not that inspected at dairies 
aud cheese factories. 
A comparison be­ 
tween tho milk standard of this state 
and those of Massachusetts. Michigan. 
New York, New Jersey, Vermont aud 
Wisconsin is made, and the Minnesota 
standards for butter fat is shown to Im- 
much higher than any of the others. 
Assistant Commissioner Graham also 
submits a report giving much information 
regarding the dairying interests of the 
state. 
According to this tho number of 
creameries in operation in Minnesota in 
1893 xvas 201; number of coxes, 527,424; 
p o u n d s of butter made in creameries, 
19,916.300, x allied at $3,924,610.

Into the storage tanks. 
A suction 
pum p draw ing about lo,OOO gallons an 
hour tills each ship's tanks to within 


lias been tried and w ith souk* success 
by a firm of Canadian lum berm en. 
It consists briefly in placing the tim ­ 
ber for twelve days In cham bers h eat­ 
ed by steam aud then In another room 
to dry. 
The plan, it Is said, entirely 
gets rid of sap, and has Ik'ou found 
more efficacious with juicy woods like 
beech and birch.

is not of much account. 
The tanks are 
cleaned after the molasses has been 
pumped out by turning iu a powerful 
steam jet, which washes down the sides 
and liquifies w hatever molasses may be 
left In the bottom of the tank, and the 
suction pump finishes tho work. 
A 
cargo of molasses, which form erly re­ 
quired ten or twelve days, can now be 
unloaded in forty-eight hours, while the 
difference in cost of handling, to say 
nothing of the saving of time, am ounts 
to a Large sum. 
The first attem pt at 
handling m olasses in bulk was made by 
the brig Novelty In 1877. 
She was 
fitted w ith a lining, anil her whole hold 
w as used w ithout partitions. She made 
several trips betw een M atanzas and 
Boston, but was not successful as a div­ 
idend earner. Since the present system 
of dividing a vessel’s hold Into tanks 
w as devised and put Into practice on 
steam ers the profits of the trade and 
the steam ship com panies have largely 
increased.

A New Process. 
A method of rendering sand im per­ 
vious 
to 
w ater, 
which 
has prov­ 
ed 
successful In Bretnan, Geratnuy, 
consists essentially in blowing dry ce­ 
ment Into the sand which it is desired 
to consolidate. For this purpose a I 1-2 
inch pipe is used, which Is draw n to a 
point a t the lower end, aud has there 
three or more 3-8 inch holes. This pipe 
is Joined a t its upper end by a rubber 
tube to an Injector, which is connected 
to an air com pressor and is fed w ith 
dry cem ent The sinking of the tube 
to the required depth is faclliated by 
blowing air through It during its de­ 
scent. D epths of from IO to IU feet 
have been reached In this m anner. This 
done, the cem ent Is blown into the sand 
by the air, which, bolling up through 
the form er, insures a thorough m ixture 
of it aud the cement. The tube Is then 
slowly w ithdraw n, the supply of ce­ 
m ent being continued until the point 
reaches 
the 
surface. The 
concrete 
m ade in 
this w ay requires several 
weeks to harden, and does not attain 
its full strength for some months. The 
whole tract to be treated Is divided into 
a num ber of small areas about I foot 
square, aud the tube Is sunk successive­ 
ly In all of them. An unexpected fact 
was found In applying this process.viz., 
that the concrete form ed occupied less 
space than the sand alone did original­ 
ly.

C o n d u c tiv ity . 
A writer in The Optician, discussing 
the subject of conductivity and the 
feeling of coolness to the touch of 
different substances which are at a 
temperature below the temperature 
of the human body, cites some facts 
of an interesting bearing. Among 
these is one commonly known—viz, 
that a glass spectacle lens feels colder 
to the touch than does one of horn 
or celluloid at precisely the same 
temperature—this, of course, being 
due to the greater conductivity of 
the glass, and not necessarily indi­ 
cating any advantage in respect to 
the absorption of radiant heat. As 
an illustration in point, it is well 
known that ice, which is a better 
conductor than is glass, can be suc­ 
cessfully employed for the construc­ 
tion of lenses to concentrate radiant 
heat. 
Again, the conductivity of 
horn being .0001 in c. g. s. units, that 
of glass is about .0005; the condue 
tivity of quartz, perpendicular to 
the axis, is, according to Professor 
Forbes, as high as .0042; on the other 
hand, in the direction of the axis, 
the conductivity of quartz is stated 
to be only .OOI.

on the American side for $40,000, and 
will begin mining it

Capitalists at Superior and Duluth 
have bought the Little American and 
Little Canadian mines for $23,000. 
Besides gold the country produces 
small qualities of copper and nickel. 


Two Receivers Agree. 
The telegraph brings the news that 
two of the N. P. receivers, Messrs. 
Oakes and Rouse, have already looked 
over the mass of testimony submitted 
to them by the engineers at their con­ 
ference about ten days ago in regard 
to the proposed sweeping reductions 
in the schedule of wages, and yester­ 
day sent in their replies, in which, it 
is understood they endorsed the mod­ 
ifications which the engineers propos­ 
ed. Receiver Payne, is, however, in 
the south and the word that was ex- 
pecfed from him did not 
arrive. 
Whether or not he will agree with 
the other two receivers in the matter 
is not known. 
As soon, however, as 
his reply com os, it will be submitted 
to General Manager Kendricks, ami 
another conference will be held. 
In 
case of a concurrence of opiuiou be­ 
tween the receivers and tlie men—and 
there seems to be little doubt that an 
agreement will be easily reached -a 
joint petition wili be presented to the 
court having 
jurisdiction over the 
affairs of tlie road to have the original 
decree in 
regard to the schedules 
modified accordingly. 


Corbett \' Ins tlie Figlit. 
James Corbett is still the champion 
prize fighter of the world. In tlie tight 
at Jacksonville yesterday he knocked 
Mitchell, the English pugilist, out in 
the third round so effectually that he 
had to be dragged to bis corner. The 
fight lasted nine minutes and during 
that time Corbett knocked his antag­ 
onist down three times. 
First Round Corbett let! with left 
on Mitchell’s chin, they clinch, ex­ 
change body blows and Jim reaches 
Charles’ left eye. 
Mitchell reaches 
tlie ribs: another exchange and Mitch­ 
ell c linches. Mitchell is on Corbett’s 
neck and Jim lauds right and right 
again just as time is called. 
Good 
body blow. Honors easy in first round. 
It looks as if it was to be a wicked 
fight. 
Second Round— A wild exchange 
and a clinch; Corbett uppercuts bis 
man as they come together. 
Mitchell 
lands hard on ribs and as Mitchell 
came in Jim caught him on the head, 
staggering him. 
Corbett uppercuts 
him again and lands with right on 
Charley’s ribs, Mitchell reaching Jim ’s 
chin. 
A sharp rally follows, with 
Corbett having till the best of it. 
Mitchell got it twice on Corbett’s 
neck; Corbett knocks him down twice 
in succesion. 
Jim lloored his man cleverly and 
kuocked him down again as ho es­ 
sayed to arise. The gong saved Mit­ 
chell. 
Third Round Mitchell rather grog­ 
gy. Corbett rushed at him and swung 
right and left heavily on Mitchell’s 
neck. 
Charley went down. 
He took 
the full time to arise and then Cor­ 
bett rushed at him like a tiger. Mitch­ 
ell clinched. Corbett threw him off 
and floored him with a stiff facer. 
Again I10 took all the time to rise 
and when he advanced toward Cor­ 
bett the latter swung his right with 
deadly effect on Charles’ nose. Mitch­ 
ell reeled and fell on his face helpless. 


R. ('. I>11 it 11 For Auditor. 
The St. Cloud Journal Press of 
Wednesday contains the following in 
regard to Hon. It. C. Dunn's candida­ 
cy for the state auditorship: 
Hon. R C. Dunn, of Princeton, is a 
candidate for state auditor. This con­ 
clusion on his part is warranted by the 
overwhelming endorsement he has 
received from tie* press and hosts of 
leading eitiz.u.s from all sections of 
Minnesota. 
The strength he lias de­ 
veloped is confined to no particular 
territory witl in the state, but as a 
natural consequence it is strongest in 
the counties in Northern Minnesota 
where he is best known. It seems cer­ 
tain that he will have tlie solid sup­ 
port of this congressional district, as 
no other candidate 1jhh yet been an­ 
nounced. 
With this backing and the 
assurances he has already received of 
support in other districts, his defeat 
appears among the impossibilities. 
Certain papers have broadly intimat­ 
ed that the alleged "bosses” of the 
party and the pine land ring are de­ 
termined to “turn him down.” 
This 
is, however, tlie cry of the democratic 
papers, which recognize his strength 
before tlie people. 
If there is any­ 
thing that is obnoxious to the average 
republican it is the idea of bossism. 
It is not a one-man party. 
A great 
many republicans believe that Sena­ 
tor Washburn should be re-elected as 
United States senator as he has prov­ 
en himself an honest, fearless and in­ 
fluential servant of the people, and 
by virtue of his services is entitled to 
the usual second term. 
For the same 
reason they believe that Governor 
Nelson should be given a renomina­ 
tion, as also Lt. Governor Clough. 
Yet neither Washburn, Nelson, or 
Clough will bo allowed to dictate 
what men shall be nominated for any 
of the state offices. 
The Republican 
party is greater than any one or all of 
them. 
The same is true also of the 
state eentrtil committee. 
This fact is 
so well understood that neither will 
be foolish enough to make any such 
attempt. 
To do so would be inviting 
defeat for themselves. 
Bob. Dunn, 
or any other candidate, has nothing 
to fear from the cry of “bossism” set 
up by the democrats. 
As for the 
“pine land ring,” its opposition would 
be a groat deai better than its sup­ 
port. 
If the people of this state can 
be convinced that the lumbermen— 
or any eonsideralde number of them 
are trying to defeat Mr. Dunn because 
of his magnificent fight in righting 
the wrong done by Auditor Bierman, 
the delegates to the next republican 
state convention would demand his 
nomination in so emphatic a manner 
that all opposition would be buried 
out of sight. 
If this is to be the issue 
in Dunn's contest, he is to be congrat­ 
ulated, as every republican in the 
state, looking to the good name of 
the party, will see the absolute neces­ 
sity of nominating him. 
Any other 
course would be a blunder.

M R S . ’G 


A couple of years ago my husband 
and I chanced to be spending a w inter 
in Vicksburg. 
The house we rented 
was near a nice old fashioned m arket, 
where I went asm nch for an occasional 
chat v/fth the proprietor as for the very 
good tilings she sold me. 
She was a 
stout, brisk old French woman, a wid­ 
ow, Mine. A ugusteD ieulouard byname, 
rather Germ an in appearance, bnt very 
French in her manners as she talked 
from behind her bars or bustled about 
her shop, directing and sometimes scold­ 
ing iter underlings. She was delighted, 
fho first day I went to market, to have 
me speak French to her, and soon we 
were quite intim ate. 
Before the win­ 
ter was over and I bad returned to New 
York she had told me, bit by bit, a 
great deal of the story of her life. 
Translated from her queer half German 
patois and pieced together, it ran some­ 
what as follows: 
” 1 was born in 1830, in Lure, near 
Alsace, in the old Franche Comte. A ft­ 
er my mother died I lived with my 
grandmother. 
When my grandmother 
died, 1 could not go back to my father, 
for he had m arried again, had a largo 
family and was very poor. 
Some of 
our neighbors were coming to America, 
and I came with them. 
We took a sail­ 
ing vessel to New Orleans, and the voy- 
nge lasted 44 days. 
Two years after 
reaching Now Orleans I m arried a 
young Frenchm an who had a nice little 
sum of money. 
Then my troubles be­ 
gan, for I10 would not have a settled 
home, as I wished, but wanted to trav­ 
el all the time. 
I kept him in New 
Orleans most of the tim e for two years, 
but then he got too restless, ami wo be­ 
gan to gad about the country. We went 
up the river to Memphis and St. Louis, 
then 'vo traveled through Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 
Later we went to Califor­ 
nia. 
When the w ar broke out, we were 
back in Kentucky. 
My husband en­ 
listed in the southern army, leaving me 
in Columbus w ith very little money. 
1 lived thereuntil my money waB near­ 
ly gone and then took a boat to Vicks­ 
burg. 
I reached Vicksburg ju st before 
travel was stopped. The siege lasted 48 
days. 
1 helped nurse in the hospitals, 
and one day, when I was sent out for 
drugs, was struck by a Yankee shell 
and wounded in the forehead. 
At the 
end of the siege Yankee doctors and 
nurses took charge of the hospitals, and 
I had no work and no money. 
Some of 
my neighbors were without money and 
food and came in to see me and said: 
‘Madame, what shall we do? 
We are 
starving.* I said, ‘Go homo and I will 
think what to do.’ 
Then I was offered 
rations. 
‘Rations for w hat?’ I asked. 
‘I am no Yankee soldier. 
Why should 
I take rations of you?’ 
Then I said to 
the neighbors: ‘We w ill make beer. 
Get me two barrels of water, some 
yeast, hops, molasses and corn. 
When 
the Yankee’s whisky is gone, he will be 
glad to drink my beer and will have to 
pay for it.’ Sometimes he did not pay, 
but mostly ho did, and we lived a year 
by making beer. 
‘‘There was m ilitary law in Vicks­ 
burg. General D. was in command for 
a long time. 
There was a very strong 
feeling against him. 
I think ho was 
tho meanest man that ever lived. 
I 
knew everybody hated him. One day I 
said, *1 am going to General D. to get a 
perm it to open a store. ’ Every one said, 
‘He is too mean to give you one.’ 
1 
said, ‘I will try .’ 
I went to him and 
said very politely, ‘General D., I want 
a perm it to open a store. ’ 
Ho asked 
me, ‘Why should I give you a perm it?’ 
I said, * Because I must make some mon­ 
ey to live.’ 
He said, ‘Are you Irish?’ 
‘N o.’ 
‘Are you Dutch?’ 
‘N o.’ 
‘Are 
you Germ an?’ ‘N o.’ ‘Areyou French?’ 
‘Yes.’ ‘Then go to Napoleon for a per­ 
mit. ’ 
‘‘A fteraw hile General D. left Vicks­ 
burg, and General S. was in command. 
One morning I went to seo him. 
He 
was lying on a couch. 
I asked him for 
a permit. 
He s a id :‘My good woman, 
you shall have one if you will get me 
pen and paper from the next room. 
I 
have been nt a ball all night and could 
not get up for the president. ’ 
General 
S. was not so bad for a Y’ankee. 
But 
General G rant was the nicest Yankee 1 
ever saw. 
His headquarters were on 
the riv«r, but we often saw him in 
Vicksburg, and he used to walk about 
and talk to the people. 
Ho was very 
kind, and every one liked him. 
One 
day he came into my store with a 
friend. 
He s a id :‘W hat kind of stuff 
is that in your window? 
I am hungry, 
and it looks very good.’ 
‘Washington 
pie,’ I answered. 
‘Why do you call it 
that?’ said ho. - That pie is named aft­ 
er the great W ashington whose memory 
all good Americans adore,’ I replied. 
‘That is good,’ said he; ‘how much is 
a slice of Washington pie?’ 
I said, 
Some slices are 10 cents, but some 1 
cut are 5 cents.’ He said to the officer: 
‘1 am so hungry I believe I could eat a 
10 cent slice, could not you? 
Ma­ 
dame, please cut me two 10 cent slices, 
and 1 will trouble you to wrap them 
qp fo rm e .’ 
So I did, and he would 
not let the dandy young officer carry 
my Washington pie, but when he had

Among other things the commis­ 
sioner says that the laws of Minnesota 
regulating the sale of milk are very 
good as far as they go, but they do not 
go far enough.

stroyed at 58 to 59 degrees, vaccine at 
GO, pneumonia at 55 to 60 aud tuber­ 
culosis ut 69. but to destroy the latter 
the heat must be kept up for half an 
htur or louger, while for the others m 
very short time is uecessary. 
In Sweden 
ar.ii Denmark they have big stations for 
Pasteurizing milk, and all milk sold must 
go through this process 
Commissioner 
Ander^m says that the time is coming 
m hen either this process or sterilization 
must be adopted in this country. 
The report shows the number of sam­ 
ple.' of milk inspected between Aug. 1, 
1892, and Dee. 1, 1893, was 2,644. 
'Fins 
includes milk sent in on trains to the 
cities, but not that inspected at dairies 
ami cheese factories. 
A comparison be­ 
tween tlio milk standard of this state 
and thus** of Massachusetts, Michigan, 
New York, New Jersey, Vermont and 
Wisconsin is made, and the Minnesota 
standards for butter fat is shown to bo 
much higher than any of the others.

into the storage tanks. 
A suction

The Links are 
cleaned after the molasses has been 
pumped out by turning iu a powerful 
steam Jet, which washes down the sides 
and liquifies whatever molasses may be 
left in the bottom of the tank, and the 
suction pump finishes tho work. 
A 
cargo of molasses, which formerly re­ 
quired ten or twelve days, can now be 
unloaded in forty-eight hours, while the 
difference iu cost of handling, to say 
nothing of the saving of time, amounts 
to a large sum. 
The first attem nt at 
handling molasses iu bulk was made by 
the brig Novelty in 1877. 
She was 
fitted with a liniug, uud her whole hold 
was used without partitions. She made 
several trips between Matanzas nud 
Boston, but was not successful as a div­ 
idend earner. Since the present system 
of dividing a vessel’s hold into tanks 
was devised and put into practice on 
steam ers the profits of the trade and 
the steamship companies have largely 
increased. 


G vnunn Prow** of llrylnu Wood. 
A German process for drying woods 
lias been tried and with some success 
by a firm of Canadian lumbermen. 
It consists briefly in placing the tim ­ 
ber for twelve days lu cham bers heat­ 
ed by steam aud then in another room 
to dry. 
The plan, it ls said, entirely 
gets rid of sap, and lias lieou found 
more efficacious with Juicy wood- like 
beech and bircli.

There has been 
considerable trouble in the Peterson 
family*of late and quarrels were fre­ 
quent, in which Mrs. Peterson was 
quite badly beaten, aud the neighbors 
had written to Mr. Lindberg, Mr. An­ 
derson said, to see what could be done 
to stop him. 
This trouble, together 
with the fact that they were in very 
poor circumstances is supposed to be 
the incentive which 
prompted his 
self destruction. 
He leaves a wife 
aud six small children in destitute 
circumstances, the only food in the 
house being a small quantity of dried 
beef, barely enough 
for one day. 
Peterson was about 40 years old.

snch assault, if as reported to it, to 
have been not only a brutal attack up­ 
on an employe of the school district 
for discharging her duty, but an of­ 
fense against good discipline in the 
schools, and subversive of every prin­ 
cipal of school government.” 
The roll being called every mem­ 
ber voted in the affirmative, so the 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 
Moved by John Hurley, seconded 
by P H. Preston, that a committee 
be appointed to draft a letter and pre­ 
sent same to Mayor Hemstead, re­ 
questing him to order one, G. W. Al­ 
exander, to leave the city forthwith, 
the board considering it for the good 
of the morals of our school children 
that this action be taken. 
Motion 
carried. 
Messrs. McKay, Pennell and Hur­ 
ley were appointed such committee. 
Board adjourned. 
In accordance with the resolution 
of the board, as printed above, Prof. 
Hathaway entered complaint against 
Mr. Swartz on Monday. 
On Tuesday 
the case came up before Judge Chip- 
erlield. 
Mr. Swartz plead “guilty” 
aud tho pourt imposed a fine of $50 
and costs or sixty days in jail, the tine 
amounting to $53.30 being paid.

C o n d u c tiv ity . 
A writer in The Optician, discussing 
the subject of conductivity and the 
feeling of coolness to the touch of 
different substances which are at a 
temperature Inflow the temperature 
of the human Txxly, cites some facts 
of an interesting bearing. 
Among 
these is one commonly known—viz, 
that a glass spectacle lens feels colder 
to the touch than does one of horn 
or celluloid at precisely tho same 
temperature—this, of course, being 
due to the greater conductivity of 
the glass, aud not necessarily indi­ 
cating any advantage in respect to 
the absorption of radiant heat. 
As 
an illustration in point, it is well 
known that ice, which is a better 
conductor than is glass, can be suc­ 
cessfully employed for the construc­ 
tion of lenses to concentrate radiant 
heat. 
Again, the conductivity of 
horn being .0001 in c. g. s. units, that 
of glass is about .0005; the conduc­ 
tivity of quartz, perpendicular to 
the axis, is, according to Professor 
Forbes, as high as .0042; on the other 
hand, in the direction of the axis, 
tho conductivity of quartz is stated 
to be only .001.
